16 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

11 @ It isamisdemeanor for any person to violate any of the provisions of the
12 Maryland Vehicle Law unless the violation:

13 () Is declared to be afelony by the Maryland Vehicle Law or by any
14 other law of this Sate; or

15 (2 I's punishable by a civil penalty under the applicable provision of the
16 Maryland Vehicle Law.

17 (b) Except as otherwise provided in this section, any person convicted of a
18 misdemeanor for the violation of any of the provisions of the Maryland Vehicle Law is
19 subject to afine of not more than $500.
